public school finance sy stem, 
based o n the local p rop erty tax , 
faces the p ossibility of u p heav ­ 
al beca use of a state Su p reme 
Co urt ru ling with national im­ 
plica tio ns.

NEW YORK (AP) — A col­ 
lection of lawy ers, tax p ay ers, 
pu blic interest grou p s and poli­ 
ticians arou nd the cou ntry has 
been eagerly awaiting a p rece­ 
dent-shattering decision like the 
California 
Su p reme 
Cou rt’s 
school finance ru ling. 
Some p reliminary answers 
emerged today to q u estions like 
these: 
Why the ru ling? Who might 
benefit most? Will other states 
be affected? 
In the last three y ears, su its 
and legislation in at least eight 
states hav e failed to remov e 
the p u blic schools from their 
dep endence on the local p rop er­ 
ty tax . 
Bu t the California cou rt fou nd 
that su ch a sy stem “makes the 
q u ality of a child’s edu cation a 
fu nction of the wealth of his 
p arents and neighbors.” Thu s, 
the cou rt said, “su ch a sy stem 
cannot withstand constitu tional 
challenge and mu st fall before 
the eq u al p rotection clau se’’ of 
the 14th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitu tion. 
James Robertson, director of 
the Lawy er’s Committee for 
Civ il Rights Under Law. said in 
Washington, “The decision is 
not binding on federal cou rts 
bu t it comes from a resp ected 
state 
su p reme 
cou rt. 
It 
breaches more life into a dozen 
or more school finance su its 
pending all ov er the cou ntry . 
Among other things the p rom­ 
ise of fair and eq u itable state 
financing giv es school deseg­ 
regation a better chance to 
work.” 
Those who wou ld like to ex ­ 


tend the ru ling to other states 
or federal cou rts mu st trav el a 
long and v ery u ncertain road, 
bu t if they are su ccessfu l, ob­ 
serv ers said today the resu lt 
cou ld be that wealthy areas 
wou ld contribu te more money 
to edu cation in p oorer areas, 
that edu cation might be im­ 
p rov ed in p oorer areas and that 
blacks might find it somewhat 
easier 
to 
mov e 
into

dominently white su bu rbs. 


Why did the cou rt find the 
sy stem u neq u al? 
One brief in the case showed 
that in 19 6 8-6 9 on the av erage: 
Prop erty owners in the 10 
p oorest California school dis­ 
tricts p aid a school tax rate of 
$4.50 p er $100 assessed v alu ­ 
ation and raised enou gh money , 
with state aid, to sp end $6 00 
p er pu pil. 
Bu t in the 10 wealthiest dis­ 
tricts school tax es that av er­ 
aged only $2.80 bu t 
raised 
enou gh to sp end, with state aid, 
$9 00 p er p u p il. 


Desp ite their lower tax rate, 
the wealthy commu nities end 
u p with more money to sp end 
becau se they hav e more in­ 
du stry 
or 
more 
ex p ensiv e 
homes to tax than do the poo­ 
rer commu nities. So, generally , 
wealthy indiv idu als p ay more 
tax es, bu t at a lower rate. 
“Thu s,” the cou rt said, “af­ 
flu ent districts can hav e their 
cake and eat it too: they can 
p rov ide a high q u ality edu ca­ 
tion for their children while 
p ay ing lower rates. Poor dis­ 
tricts, by contrast, hav e no 
cake at all.”

SAIGON (AP) — President

nuclear test builds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - T h e 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
almost ready to stage the most 
powerful and most controver­ 
sial underground nuclear w ea­ 
pon test in U.S. history . 
The test, called Cannikin, is 
planned 
for 
early 
October, 
more than a mile below the 
surface of Alaska’s Amchitka 
Island. 
Its purpose is to check out 
the Spartan missile warhead 
for President Nixon's Safeguard 
sy stem to protect U.S. Minute- 
men ballistic missile silos from 
enemy attack. It will be about 
five times as powerful as any 
previous U.S. underground test. 
The $19 0 million project has 
triggered more opposition than 
any weapons experiment since 
the fallout-cursed atmospheric 
tests 
held 
before 
the 
1963 
international treaty banning all 
but underground nuclear explo­ 
sions. 
So intense did this opposition 
become 
that 
the 
AEC 
and 
Defense 
Department 
felt 
it 
necessary recently to declassify 
and m ake public hitherto secret 
information about the nature 
and purpose of Cannikin. 
Federa l Co urt Suit Prepa red 
But despite government as­ 
surances that the test is vital to 
national security and probably 
will have no very evil side 
effects, opponents remain con­ 
vinced that Cannikin is neither 
necessary nor safe. Some of 
them, in fact, are preparing a 
federal court suit in an attempt 
to prevent it. 
They contend Cannikin will 
hurt current disarm am ent talks 
between the United States and 
Russia. They also say it may 
freeze up the recent apparent 
thaw in U.S.-Chinese attitudes. 
They assert it may trigger 
disastrous 
earthquakes 
and 
generate seismic sea waves 
(tsunamis) which could devas­ 
tate Pacific regions as 
far 
away as Hawaii. 
And they argue that it could 
kill many sea otters, sea lions, 
seals, and salmon in the waters 
off 
Amchitka. 
and 
destroy 
nesting sites of the already 
endangered 
bald 
eagle 
and 
peregrine falcon. 
In any case, the test is now 
up to President Nixon. The 
White House has under study 
recommendations by the Under 
Secretaries Committee of the 
National Security Council, re­ 
presenting m any agencies, 
which reviewed the arguments 
for and against Cannikin. 


Three o ptio ns 
Assuming that the judiciary 
in our three-branch sy stem of 
government cannot veto nation­ 
al security decisions of the 
other branches, legislative and 
executive, 
Nixon 
has 
three 
options: Cancel the test, let it 
go 
ahead 
on 
schedule, 
or 
postpone it to some theoretical­ 
ly more politic future date. 
Logic, according to those who 
want Cannikin, say s he ca n’t 
cancel it. And a postponement 
would be not merely costly but 
also would give the opposition 
time to build up new pressures 
against it. 
So if Nixon say s go ahead, 
the AEC will detonate a five 
megaton device (equivalent to 
five million tons of TNT) in a 
spherical 
chamber, 
52 
feet 
across, at the bottom of a 5,87 5- 
foot hole under Amchitka. 
Even now' the Cannikin test 
device is being prepared for jet 
aircraft delivery to Amchitka 
where the shot chamber is 
almost ready to receive it.

Indira visit 


LONDON (A P ) — The British 
government announced Monday 
night that Prim e Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi of India will visit 
London Oct. 31-Nov. 3. 


Nguy en Van Thieu still controls 
the National Assembly , but his 
diminished majority in the low­ 
er house augurs a new era of 
political activism in the South 
Vietnamese legislature. 
Two-thirds of the incumbent 
deputies were denied re-elec­ 
tion Sunday by a heavy turnout 
of voters, reflecting public dis­ 
satisfaction with their image as 
rubber stamps for Thieu’s pol­ 
icies. 
Before the new house con­ 
venes Nov. 1. pro and antigo­ 
vernm e nt 
factions 
will 
scramble to woo 55 deputies 
whose political affiliations are 
still uncertain. 
In the old house. pro-Thieu 
deputies had 89 of the 133 seats, 
or 7 0 per cent. In the new 
house. 
pro-Thieu 
candidates 
have 61 of the 159 seats and the 
opposition 37 . The 55 deputies 
whose political leanings are 
still unclear are expected to 
split along the sam e 60-40 ratio, 
giving Thieu 10 per cent less 
m em bers than he had before. 
This is not expected to affect 
Thieu’s legislative program se­ 
riously . But the strong showing 
by various political parties in 
the election will make for a 
more activist house. 
Pro-government 
candidates 
scored heavily in the populous 
Mekong Delta and in the pro­ 
vinces around Saigon. Opposi­ 
tion candidates took the major 
cities and the northern prov­ 
inces of the country . 
The largest opposition bloc to 
win had the backing of the An 
Quang Buddhist faction, which 
advocates peace through recon­ 
ciliation with the Viet Cong. Its 
candidates won 20 seats, c a rry ­ 
ing the northern cities of Hue 
and Da Nang and the surround­ 
ing provinces.

School desegregation spreads North 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Slo w­ 
ly . ag ainst stiff resistance, the 
lo ng , painful effo rt to deseg ­ 
reg ate the public scho o ls is 
spreading to the No rth. 
With the 17 -y ear strug g le to 
upro o t the So uth s 
separate 
white and Neg ro scho o l sy s­ 
tems no w larg ely successful, 
the battleg ro und is shifting to a 
g ro wing number o f No rthern 
cities. 
Two do zen scho o l sy stem s in 
14 states o utside the So uth are 
targ ets o f co urt suits seeking to 
break up racial seg reg atio n in 
scho o ls. Altho ug h appeals, de­ 
lay s in drawing final plans and 
parental o ppo sitio n clo ud the 
picture, as many as 11 co uld be 
under o rders to bus students 
befo re the new scho o l y ear is 
o ut. 
This is a far cry fro m the 492 
So uthern scho o l districts o per­ 
ating under co urt o rders and 
the tho usands mo re v o luntarily 
deseg reg ating , but it indicates 
that a natio nwide anti-seg reg a­ 
tio n effo rt, lo ng demanded by 
the So uth, is beg inning to take 
shape. 


No ne o f the larg est No rthern 
cities has been fo rced to act 
y et, but Lo s Ang eles is a wait­ 
ing the o utco me o f its appeal o f 
a busing decisio n and Chicag o 
is under pressure by the feder­ 
al g o v ernment to deseg reg ate 
public scho o l faculty .. 
Suits o r state actio n are un­ 
der way in Philadelphia, Det­ 
ro it and Bo sto n. 
Indianapo lis. San Francisco , 
Seattle. Denv er. Tulsa, Okla­ 
ho ma City and Las Veg as, 
Nev ., are the larg est No rthern 
cities under o rders to bus stu­ 
dents. 
Pasadena, Calif., Ox nard, Ca­ 
l i f , Po ntiac, Mich., and Mt. 
Verno n, N.Y., are o ther No rth­ 
ern cities where busing is ei­ 
ther already in effect o r co uld 
be when litig atio n is co mpleted. 
Pasadena has been busing 13,- 
000 o f its 29 ,000 students fo r a 
y ear. Ox nard will start busing 
3.(XX) o f its 9 ,000 pupils this y ear 
and Po ntiac is under o rders to 
bus 9 .000 o f its 24,000 pupils. 
In Po ntiac Mo nday nig ht, ex ­ 
plo sio ns and fire destro y ed 10 
empty scho o l buses in a bo ard 


o f educatio n maintenance area. 
Po lice were inv estig ating the 
incident, which left no repo rted 
injuries. Abo ut 8 0 buses were to 
be used in implementing the 
new deseg reg atio n plan. 
Altho ug h the Department o f 
Health, Educatio n and Welfare 
no w has mo re o f its mo ney and 
manpo wer co mmitted to the de­ 
seg reg atio n effo rt in the No rth 
than in the So uth, it is the 
co urts and priv ate citizens that 
are larg ely respo nsible fo r the 
increased attentio n to No rthern 
seg reg atio n. 
Only fiv e o f the 24 No rthern 
ca ses no w o n file were in­ 
stituted by the J ustice Depart­ 
ment. The rest were bro ug ht by 
priv ate 
indiv iduals, 
usually 
with the backing o f the Natio n­ 
al Asso ciatio n fo r the Adv ance­ 
ment o f Co lo red Peo ple. In 
Seattle, 
the 
initiativ e cam e 
fro m the scho o l bo ard itself. 
After the bo ard anno unced a 
plan last fall that wo uld hav e 
required busing 8 42 students, a 
Seattle citizens g ro up went to 
co urt to blo ck it and wo n a lo w­ 
er co urt ruling that co uld delay 


the scheduled Sept. 1 o pening o f 
scho o l. 
In San Francisco , leaders o f 
the Chinese-American co mmu­ 
nity are planning to bo y co tt the 
scho o ls if a co urt o rdered plan 
that wo uld require the busing 
o f 6 ,5 00 Chinato wn y o ung sters 
is in effect when the scho o ls 
o pen Sept. 13. 
And 
in 
Las 
Veg as, 
the 
NAACP is urg ing blacks to bo y ­ 
co tt the scho o ls because the 
scho o l district wo n a delay in 
implementing a deseg reg atio n 
plan fo r the elementary scho o ls 
that wo uld require ex tensiv e 
busing . 
Such o bstaclee are o nly part 
o f the difficulty faced by adv o ­ 
cates o f deseg reg atio n in fo rc­ 
ing No rthern cities to act. 
The chief barrier is the leg al 
distinctio n 
created 
by 
the 
co urts between seg reg atio n in 
the So uth and that in the No rth. 
All that has been o utlawed by 
state o r lo cal g o v erning bo dies. 
In the So uth such actio n was 
taken o penly and leg ally under 
the separate-but-equal do ctrine 
in fo rce fo r half a century until 


the Supreme Co urt struck it 
do wn in 195 4. That made it a 
simple matter fo r the federal 
g o v ernment to require co m­ 
pliance with the Supreme Co urt 
ruling . 
But the No rth is pro v ing that 
seg reg atio n resulting fro m o ffi­ 
cial actio n requires painstaking 
effo rt. It can inv o lv e reading 25 
y ea rs’ o f scho o l bo ard minutes, 
study ing zo ning laws, ho using 
reg ulatio ns and scho o l bo und­ 
ary lines. 
The 
painstaking 
effo rt 
is 
being made no w by the federal 
g o v ernment and NAACP law­ 
y ers, and with each case wo n 
in the No rth the distinctio n be­ 
tween No rthern and So uthern 
seg reg atio n is being blurred. 
Iro nically , the po ssibility o f 
bro ader deseg reg atio n actio n in 
the No rth co mes at a time 
when many black parents and 
educato rs in the big No rthern 
cities are questio ning its v alue.

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President Nixon s New Economic 
Plan (N E P ) has left the Democratic 
Party in a bad spot and presented it 
with a cruel dilemma. It must slash 
Mr. Nixon’s program to pieces if it 
hopes to recapture the political initi­ 
ative. But it is aware that 77 per cent 
of the American people favor it, 
according to the polls, and 63 per 
cent said that it made them feel 
more confident of the country’s 
economic future. 
Democratic strategists have also 
been carefully sizing up the public 
reaction to the threats of sabotage 
made in the heat of the moment by 
George M eany’s A FL-C IO and 
Leonard Woodcock’s United Auto 
Workers. From every side there has 
come strong condemnation. 
And 
when Congress reconvenes, 
there 
will be even more criticism from the 
voters if the Democrats seek to 
filibuster 
the 
N .E.P., 
as 
some 
senators have threatened to do. The 
party will open itself to charges of 
obstructionism and partisanship at a 
time of economic emergency. 
So 
far, 
the only 
Democratic 
answer to Mr. Nixon’s proposals 
have been, as Vice Presibent Spiro 
Agnew sharply pointed out: “ We re 
against the program , but 
the 
Republicans should have done it 
sooner.” As a political argument, 
this will go up with all the airiness of 
a lead balloon. 
Further troubling the Democrats 
is the record they made in the past. 
As a number of commentators have 
already noted, the Democrats will 
have to repudiate their own leaders 
if they attempt an all-out assault on 
the N .E.P. 
The 
wage-price 
freeze 
was 
strongly advocated by Mr. Meany, 
by Sen. William Proxmire (Dem - 
Wis.), and by scores of Democratic 
senators 
and 
congressmen. 
The 
acceleration of personal income tax 
exemptions was proposed by Sen. 
Edmund 
Muskie 
of 
Maine, 
the 
party’s front-running Presidential 
candidate. The 
10 per cent 
in­ 
vestment tax credit was pushed by 
Sen. Vance Hartke (Dem.-Ind.) and 
Chairm an W ilbur M ills of the 
powerful House Ways and Mans 
Committee. 
The devaluation of the dollar was 
proposed in strong terms by a Joint 
Economic subcommittee headed by 
Rep. Henry Reuss (Dem.-Wis.). It 
was only a few weeks ago that Mr. 
Mills was beating the drums for the 
10 per cent import tax. At every 
turn, when the Democrats were 


shouting at the President not to 
stand there but to do something, the 
various parts of his program were 
being urged on him by men who 
must now say that they oppose him. 
Efforts will be made to avoid this 
dilemma by saying that this or that 
aspect of the President’s plan is 
good, but that as a package it is bad. 
But the Republicans are not likely to 
let the country forget 
that 
the 
N .E.P. s virtue is that it 
is 
a 
package, designed to work as a 
whole to restore the economy. Nor 
will they fail to make it clear to the 
voters 
that 
the 
Democrats 
are 
fiddling while the country’ burns. 
This leaves the Democrats with 
one option. They will try to ham­ 
string the N .E.P. by amending it, by 
increasing the tax exemptions and 
reducing the Job Development 
Credit. But to do the first will in­ 
crease the Federal deficit and put 
new inflationary pressures on the 
economy. In the second instance, 
they will be loudly reminded that the 
credit will create jobs. It takes 
$25,000 of capital 
investment 
to 
create a new job. With profits way 
down, industry will have to find the 
money somewhere—and that’s what 
the credit is for. 
Had the Democratic Party been 
led by a man like Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt when Mr. Nixon made his 
proposals public, it would have 
clutched it to its bosom shouting, 
“ This is what we’ve been saying all 
along,” and reassured the country 
that they would push it through 
happily and quickly as something of 
they had created. But it is too late 
for this. Mr. Meany and Big Labor 
saw 
some 
of 
their 
interests 
threatened, and they have tried to 
turn 
the 
N .E.P. 
into 
a 
dirty 
acronym. The Democratic leader­ 
ship faltered, a consequence of its 
financial indebtedness to organized 
labor, and now it is on record as 
being at the very least reluctant. 
If the Democrats, or the ex­ 
tremists in the party, succeed in 
staging a filibuster, then the ad­ 
ministration will be able to hang 
every unfavorable economic statis­ 
tic on 
them 
between 
now 
and 
November of 1972. Once upon a time, 
the 
Dem ocrats 
would 
have 
understood this. But the party 
has fallen on bad days and in­ 
dentured itself to some hard task­ 
masters. It is tugged and hauled by 
Big Labor and by the New Left, and 
this is hardly condusive to sound 
political thinking. 
NEP, U.S. ills 


President Nixon’s economic plan 
as now outlined won’t cure this coun­ 
try’s principal and chronic economic 
weakness. 
The new economic program is a 
stopgap because inflation 
and 
unemployment are results, not the 
causes of our difficulties. 
The basic problem is not that the 
dollar is priced too high. (Which it 
is.) 
Or 
that 
foreign 
countries 
discrim inate against our trade. 
(Which they do.) 
Or that our allies have not borne 
their share of the aid load. (Which 
they have not.) 
The real problem is: American 
industry has been modernizing too 
slowly; 
well behind the rate of 
Japan, West Germnay and much of 
Western Europe. 
Take these figures on investment 
in new industrial plant and equip­ 
ment: 
In the United States, the 1969 
figure was 10.7 per cent of Gross Na­ 
tional Product. 
In West Germany it was 19.1 per 
cent of GNP. In Japan, 29.6 per cent. 
This has been the pattern for 
years. 
And take civilian research and 
development, leaving out m ilitary 
and space but including purchases of 
foreign technology, translated into 
equivalent domestic research costs. 
In the United States in 1968 this 
added up to 1.6 per cent of the GNP. 
In West Germany, 3.6 per cent. In 
Japan 3 per cent. 
Is there any question why the 
dollar is in trouble? Or why inflation 
ha^ grown rapidly*^ 
t 


The favorable balance of trade in 
the past three decades has depended 
on American production being far 
more efficient than competing in­ 
dustry in foreign lands. 
This efficiency more than made 
up for higher labor costs. 
Now, U.S. industry is losing this 
competitive advantage. 


There has been much talk Russia 
will outstrip the United States. But 
this is not the problem. In the indus­ 
trial application of those new 
developments which count (com­ 
puters, petrochemicals and the like) 
the 
Russians 
are 
lagging 
in­ 
creasingly further behind, despite 
loaded gross output figures and 
some brilliant military and space 
applications. 
The problem is rather with our 
friends and allies. 
At one time, Western Europe, 
though u’ell ahead of this country in 
wide areas of basic research, was 
far behind in the application of that 
research to modern technology in its 
industrial plants.

The decline will be halted only 
when American industry doubles the 
dollars it spends on research and 
development and invests in new 
plants and equipment. 
It will take more than tax credits 
to achieve this objective. We must 
be shaken out of our complacency.

Using the code name DVINA, the 
Kremlin staged these over a terrain 
comparable in size and nature to 
Western Europe from the East 
German border to Gibraltar, the 
heel of Italy and the bottom of 
Greece. DVINA was nearly twice 
the size of the massive 1967 D N E P R 
exercise, never disclosed to Western 
observers, and D VIN A revealed 
several over-whelming facts: 
It showed that the Kremlin is 
totally committed to striking by sur­ 
prise. Everything is planned to be a 
“ first strik e.” Accordingly, the 
Soviet High Command perfected 
(and employed) in D VIN A a mixed 
attack designed as a “ blitzkrieg.” 
“ As Adolf, so Ivan,” reports the

Russian troops today stand only 
93 miles east of the Rhine River. 
DVINA convinced the Kremlin that 
if it began hostilities on a Sunday 


morning with the surprise launching 
of Russian missiles at dawn, the Red 
Army should be in Munich by night­ 
fall, Paris by Monday, Rome and 
M adrid by Tuesday and Athens 
before the end of the week.

WASHINGTON (N EA ) - The 
open warfare between the Nixon 
administration and labor leaders 
like George Meany and Leonard 
Woodcock over the President’s 
wage-price freeze is very serious. In 
the developing combat, neither side 
has been wise in the use of rhetoric, 
tactics or argument. 
Treasury Secretary Connally 
erred 
in 
applying 
the 
word 
“ malarkey” to labor’s objections. So 
did Labor Secretary Hodgson when 
he said Meany was “ out of step” 
with the union rank and file. 
Meany lost his cool in trying to 
belittle Hodgson by calling him a 
janitor, thereby seeming to insult 
thousands 
of unionized 
janitors. 
Woodcock’s stuff about Nixon hav­ 
ing the hand that 
“ wielded the 
dagger” against labor bore the 
marks of a juvenile tantrum. 
Technically, Nixon was on sound 
ground when his people, answering 
labor's complaint, said existing law 
does not sanction controls on 
business profits, dividends, interest 
rates. 
Tactically, the President would 
have been better off if he had in­ 
dicated intent to seek some sort of 
legal check or review of these now 
unrestrained 
elements 
in 
the 
economy. And key labor leaders 
might have been brought into more 
cooperative mood had they been 
told, even a few hours in advance, 
what Nixon was going to drop on 
them the night of August 15. 
For their part, the labor chiefs 
would have been well-advised to 
fight their battle without the threats 
to wreck the 90-day freeze. They 
seem to have postured themselves in 
the role of totally selfish men. 
Their emotional recklessness in 
the heat of combat has made it 
sound as if a high proportion of the 
nation’s workers were not much 
above the starvation level, as if the 
freeze 
actually 
menaced 
the 
economic survival of many, many 
workers.

figures from the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics don’s support this impres­ 
sion. 
In the 25 years since World War 
II, direct money wages for most 
groups of U.S. workers have just 
about tripled. Of course, inflationary 
forces have also lifted the cost of 
living—but less rapidly overall. 
Therefore, according to a B L S 
study, workers’ real wages since 
1946 have advanced around 60 per 
cent on the average. Moreover, new 
kinds 
of compensation—such 
as 
employer-financed pension and 
health plans—have developed. Says 
a B L S document on wage trends: 


“ Since the average rate of in­ 
crease in employer expenditures on 
fringe benefits was more rapid than 
for money wages, he average gain in 
real compensation (from 1946 on) 
typically exceeded 60 per cent.” 
Admittedly, not all of these gains 
have been availab^ 
r increased 
personal consumption or savings. 
Federal and state income taxes have 
risen markedly during the period, 
and so have Social Security taxes. 
BLS says that, after allowing for 
these taxes, the workers’ postwar 
advance 
in 
real 
“ spendable” 
earnings was still in the range of 40 
per cent. What these figures mean is 
that, increasingly over the postwar 
generation, American workers have 
been able to buy the things they need 
and want. 


“ Want” is a key word, for human 
wants have been escalating right 
along with wages and prices. More 
and more people want, and have 
been getting, houses they can own, 
cars, costly appliances, air condi­ 
tioning, college for the kids, televi­ 
sion sets, radios, etc. 
The freeze is no menace to most 
workers’ basic needs. Half of U.S. 
union members live 
today 
in 
suburbs in modest affluence. What 
Meany and Woodcock really are 
protesting is any possible halt to 
fulfillment of the American workers’ 
steadily rising economic expecta­ 
tions.

CHICAGO (AP)— The sprawling Midlands footb all 
cau ldron, fed mainly b y the Big Ten, Big Eight and b ristling 
independent Notre Dame, b u b b led ov er into sev en b owl 
games last fall and produ ced Neb raska of the Big Eight as 
the nation’s No. 1 collegiate team. 
Neb raska, retu rning many regu lars from its 17-12 
Orange Bowl conqu est of Lou isiana State, and Cotton Bowl 
champion Notre Dame rate as co-fav orites for the my thical 
national title in 1971. 
The Big Ten, which sent champion Ohio State to a jarring 
Rose Bowl u pset b y Stanford, appears headed for a more 
wide open conference race this season. 
Michigan and Northwestern, last y ear’s deadlocked 
ru nnersu p, to Ohio State, may clear the Big Ten champion­ 
ship air as early as Sept. 11 when they meet at Ev anston. 
Irrepressib le Woody Hay es, 2 1-season dean of Big Ten 
coaches, still may b ou nce b ack despite gradu ating one of his 
greatest Ohio State clu b s. 
Last season, the Big Eight sent Oklahoma ru nneru p b e­ 
hind Neb raska, to the Blu eb onnet Bowl and a 2 4-2 4 tie with 
Alab ama, and Colorado to a 17-3 Lib erty Bowl setb ack b y 
Tu lane. 
If qu arterb acking is the key to su ccess, Neb raska Coach 
Bob Dev aney is well fortified in his national title defense as 
the Cornhu skers play a u niqu e 12 -game schedu le, winding u p 
at Hawaii Dec. 4. 
Veteran sharpshooter Jerry Tagge is b ack, su pported b y 
seasoned and skilled Van Brownson, to lead the cru shing 
Hu sker attack. 
On the other hand, Notre Dame’s Ara Parseghian has a 
most pressing prob lem in replacing Joe Theismann, a scam­ 
pering triggerman who will b e sorely missed b y b rilliant 
pass-catching Tom Gatewood. Nev ertheless, Gatewood is a 
top All-American candidate along with Irish defensiv e stars 
Clarence Ellis, Walt Patu lski and Mike Kadish. 
Qu arterb ack also is a prob lem for Michigan’s Bo Schem- 
b echle, who lost talented Don Moorehead, and Ohio State’s 
Hay es, whose keenest loss among an ou tstanding Bu ckey e 
squ ad was b all-handier Rex Kern. 
If Northwestern’s Alex Agase, named Coach of 19 70 b y 
the Footb all Writers of America, has a Big Ten title chance, 
it prob ab ly rides on the arm of the leagu e’s b est retu rning 
qu arterb ack, Mau ry Daigneau , who formed the Big Ten’s top 
aerial conb ination last season with retu rning flanker Barry 
Pearson. 
The Mid American Conference shou ld again b e dominat­ 
ed b y Toledo, which scored a third straight Tangerine Bowl 
triu mph last season and ran u p the nation’s longest major 
winning streak, 2 3 games. Toledo’s only loss was head Coach 
Francis X. Lau terb u r, who left for greener Big Ten pastu res 
at Iowa. 
Last y ear’s sev enth Midlands b owl team was Lou isv ille, 
which play ed a 2 4-2 4 tie with Long Beach State in the Pasade­ 
na Bowl and appears solid enou gh to retain the Missou ri Val­ 
ley Conference title. The MVC swells to sev en memb ers this 
season with addition of Drake and West Tex as State. 
Both the Big Ten and Big Eight u nv eil two new coaches. 
In the Big Ten, Lau terb u r makes his deb u t at Iowa along with 
erstwhile Iv y Leagu e kingpin Bob Blackman of Dartmou th, 
who tries to rekindle Illinois’ fading footb all fortu nes. 
In the Big Eight, the new leaders are Don Famb rou gh at 
Kansas and A1 Onofio at Missou ri. 
Among the Midwest independents, Note Dame’s Fighting 
Irish shou ld pick u p where they left off last season—with a 2 4- 
11 Cotton Bowl triu mph which shattered Tex as’ 3 0-game win­ 
ning streak. 
A sentimental independent contender will b e Marshall, 
try ing to erase the tragic b low of hav ing almost its entire 
team and coaching staff killed in a 19 70 plane crash. 
In the Big Ten, it is u nlikely that Coach Hay es will come 
u p with another Ohio State sophomore clu b like that which 
stormed to the national title in 19 68 . 
Thu s the Big Ten, also u nv eiling a new commissioner in 
Way ne Du ke, who shifted from the top post of the Big Eight to 
su ceed the late Bill Reed, cou ld produ ce a wide-open race. 
Michigan, with fleet ru nning b acks in Billy Tay lor, Glenn 
Dou ghty and Fritz Sey ferth, may b e the team to b eat, closely 
pressed b y Northwestern, Michigan State, and perhaps 
Wisconsin, Pu rdu e or Illinois. 
Like Wisconsin, with Neil Graff, Minnesota also cou ld 
make a stir with a solid qu arterb ack, Craig Cu rry , the Big 
Ten’s total offense leader last season. 
Michigan State cou ld b e a sleeper with a good mix tu re of 
v eterans and sophomores, inclu ding seasoned qu arterb acks 
Mike Rasmu ssen and George Mihaiu , and elu siv e Eric “The 
Flea” Allen. 
It’s hard to env ision a stu mb le for defending national 
champion Neb raska, b u t^It cou ld happen in the Big Eight 
finale against Oklahoma—if the Cornhu skers don’t get 
frisked b y Colorado three weeks earlier. 
Oklahoma has a b atch of talent b ack from the 1970 
Sooner clu b which finished 7-4, b u t needs more aerial y ard­ 
age from qu arterb ack Jack Mildren, a smooth triple option 
practitioner. Colorado looks strongest among the rest of the 
Big Eight. The Bu ffs b reak in new qu arterb ack Ken Johnson 
to steer two b ig fine b acks, John Key worth, 2 2 5 , and John 
Trav er, 2 2 0.
